This is the 
second year that we have had the services of Prof. Spinks, and he has given 
to the Trustees and patrons of the School, so far a* we have heard, universal 
satisfaction. "We believe that we have a school that is worthy the patron- 
age of the Baptists of the association. 

We auk to report that the school building is in such a condition that 
there will be an immediate necessity for an outlay of from seven to eight 
hundred dollars to preserve the building from serious damig*.

A88OCIATIONAL MISSIONS. 

The mission spirit was in the hearts of the brethren who formed the Asso- 
ciation. In the year 1823 four missionaries were employed to labor in the 
bounds of the association. In 1829 a call was made for a contribution from 
all the churches for the purpose of paying men lo preach in the destitute 
parti of our association. In 1831 the churches were requested to express 



their opinion on missionary societies by letter to the association. In 1839 
this association would rot adopt the extreme anti-missionary resolutions 
of the Flint River Association. Io 1843 the charcues were advised to keep 
a fond on hand to pay traveling preachers. In 1844 a Home Mission Society 
was formed to meet at the same time and place of the association, aad do 
the mission work of the association. In 1846 the association took its stand 
as a missionaty body. 

Great has been the work of the noble men of God who have gone forth 
sowing in tears. Eternity will tell how much they have glorified God. 
Our mission work has ever been demanded. It is demanded to day. Vic- 
tories have been won. There are victories to win to-day. 8iu has its forces 
organised in our field , and we are to go out and take the field for the Lord. 
Urgent demands are upon us. New interests awake; cities and towns 
spring into existence. The stranger is at our own door to make his home 
in our midst. Great enterprises are at work. We should make the mis- 
sion »ry enterprise overrule all others. Your committee would recommend : 

It. A continuance of mission work at the centers of population. 

2i That the more remote parts be guarded from false teachers. 

3d. That the field south and east of our association should be visited by 
our missionaries.

STATE MISSIONS. 



We, your committee, beg leave to submit the following report: We be- 
lieve that State Missions is the foundation-stone on which all other missions 
are builded. The water that is poured into the pump that brings up the 
water that is in the well could not be had if the pitcher full of water was 
not there to put into the pump. So, if we had not State Missions we 
could not get Home Missions and Foreign Missions. The Board of State 
Missions is located at Selma, Ala., and W. B. Crumpton is its corresponding 
secretary. The State Miss on Board is now in the 17th vear. It has received 
after the first two or three years, for use in Alabama,' an average of $8,000 

S sr annum. It also acts as agen t for the Home Mission Board, at Atlanta, 
a. and the Foreign Mission Board, at Richmond Va. Ic received for all 
pu, poses last year $20,000. It bad in its employ forty- seven men. The 
yea 's work cannot be given until November, when the Convention meets. 
Bes des the direct work of the Board through its missionaries in town and 
cou i try, eternity, alone, will reveal the results of. hundreds of letters writen 
by ue Secretary, the many thousands of tracts and other printed matter 
sen out from the office, and the sermons and addresses delivered by the 
secretary, not only on missions, but on temperance, education, and indeed, 
on all objects fostered by the State Convention. But with all the skill and 
energy of the secretary, aided by a Board of wise and discreet brethren, it 
is impossible for this work to go on successfully without the co-operation of 
the pastors and churches. Many of the Board's missionaries have not been 
paid for six months, and more serious embarrassments will confront the 
Board, unless speedy relief comes from the churches. We recommend 
the each church in our bounds adopt the monthly collection plan, be- 
gin dng at the next meeting; and that each church send to Bro. Crumpton 
for t canvassing book, containing a page for each member, and the most 
active brother or sister be appointed to get a contribution from every member 
of the church fcr all the interests fostered by the State Board; and that the 
churches use the envelope system. The churches can have both the canvass- 
ing book and envelops by sending for them. If these buggestions are car- 
ried out by all our churches in this association, this coming year, we will 
be the banner association of the State. 

Let us try, pastors, in this centennial year, to record the Muscle Shoals 
Association as the banner association of the State. She has done noth- 
ing long enough, let us bring her to the front. There are many places that 
need help in the State. Weak churches in the country and villages and 
towns, all need help; and as the Baptists preach the truth more than any 
other denomination, they should rise in their strength and preach the whole 
truth everywhere. What say you, brethren and sisters ? If we are Mia.

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REPORT OP CENTENNIAL COMMITTEE. 

Your committee appointed at the last association to work up the centen- 
nial interest in this association, have been at work. We bave not done as 
much aa we wanted, bat under the circumstances we have done the be*t we 
could. We held our first meeting with Bethel, in Morgan cou ity. We had 
only moderate attendance until Sunday. The collections for the centennial 
fund was $5.00. Bro. Halbrooks moved to Cullman, and Bro. Cobbs to 
Georgia, and so I was made chairman, and the moderator appointed Bro. J. 
Speer to help on committee, and he was made secretery. 

Our next meeting was held with Enon church with a fair attendance, 
Friday and Saturday. I had to leave Saturday evening. Collections were 
$5.17. Our third meeting was held at 8omervi lie; the attendance was good 
all the way through, and the church and community were greatly blessed 
by the sermons, talks and lectures on the map by Bro. Blackwelder. Col- 
lections, $10.80. Oar next meeting was at Pleasant Hill church, the atten- 
dance was good, the talks were instructive; the lecture on the map by Bro. 
Bla kwelder, was good, and the collection was the best we have received, 
$18.05. Our fifth meeting was at Sheffield. Our sixth meeting was at Dan- 
ville; collections and subscriptions, about $26.00. Our seventh meeting 
was at Blue Springs. Friday it rained and we did not have many out. 
Bro. C. B. Lloyd and myself were all who were present to speak, except 
Bro. Weaver, the pastor. Bro. Briscoe came on Saturday. On Saturday we 
had a fine congregation, and Bro. Lloyd spoke on the best system to raise 
missionary money, and I lectured to them on my missionary map, and took 
pledges to the amount of $16.50 which was for the centennial fund. In ad- 
dition to these special meetings, I have delivered my map lecture at Cave 
Springs and Bethel to large crowds, and at Locust Grove, Liberty Associa- 
tion, and got pledges to the amount of $4 00, with a promise that tbey would 
raise more for that fund. At Cullman I delivered my lecture, but did not 
take a collection, but had many out to hear, and they "said that it did good. 
We recommend that this centennial work be pushed so that the interest 
may be advocated in every church, and that a map lecture be delivered 
at every church during this centennial year. We farther recommend that 
the churches composing this association, sustain a Missionary in the For- 
eign field, as a thank offering to God for the success that foreign missions 
bave bad in the last one hundred years. This to be over and above the 
regular contributions; and we suggest that a committee be appointed now 
to report at this meeting, to consider the amount to be raised, which is 
$600, and apportion it among the churches, so that each member of the 
church can have a share in this Centennial work, and that the month of 
January be set apart for this contribution ; that each pastor preach a ser- 
mon at his appointment on Foreign Missions; tell the church before hand 
that a collection will be taken up at his next appointment for the Centen- 
nial thank offering. If it should rain, let him attend to it at his next ap- 
pointment and send the money to Richmond, Ya. , to sustain our missionary 
whoever he maj be. 

We recommend that a member in each church be appointed as a Centen- 
nial solicitor for this work, so every member can be seen in every church. 
Let it be the most active sister you have in your church. We believe this 
can be done, and| not impoverish the churches in any way, but on the other 
hand, increase pastor's salary and missions. Pastors, try it, and see if you 
don't get more out of your churches. Feeling that tbis can be done by this 
association, we trust that the association will heartily endorse our report.

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REPORT OF H. R. SCHRAMM. 

Miles traveled in work — by private conveyance, 117; by rail, 412: on foot, 
about 200. Sermons preached — at East Decatur church, 92; at 7 protracted 
meetings away from Decatur, 71; also delivered 5 lectures on Foreign and 
Home Missions from missionary map; attended six Centennial meetings 
and made talks at them. 

We held a week of prayer and self-denial at my church and took a collec- 
tion, which amounted to $7.29 for Foreign Missions; and then we had a 
week of prayer, which was very beneficial. I preached 10 funerals. I have 
received six into the church by letter and watchcare. Distributed 600 pages 
of tracts, 350 copies of "The Home Field." I conducted 40 prayer meet- 
ings, and made 40 Sunday-school talks at my church, and lectured to the 
Young People's Baptist Union at my church 20 times. We raised about 
$175 00 to pay up our church debt and paint and plaster our house. We 
have raised $60.00 in money and $40 00 in subscriptions to build a preacher's 
house, and procured a lot from the Land Company upon which to build. 
I attended the Baptist State Convention at Eufaula, "last November. 

This is my year's work. In addition to this, I visited many families and 
read and prayed with them. I have taken quarterly collections, one for 
Ministerial Education and three for Missions. The amount due me for last 
year is $50 00.

REPORT OF J. D. McCLANAHAN. 

I received work from your board for two appointments: Cave Spring 
and Shady Grove. I have preached once a month, on Saturday ana 
Sunday. I have devoted a good deal of my time in visiting families and 
encouraging them to attend church and Sunday-school. I conducted a 
series of meeting at Shady Grove, embracing the 4th Lord's day in July. 
Our meeting lasted seven days. We bad the services of Elder J. Gunn. 
We had good preaching and good congregations. We had two conversions, 
and quit* a number said, "Pray for u«." We labored under considerable 
disadvantage, however, on account of the political excitement that was agi- 
tating the rr inds of our people at that time. We have our house well seated, 
but are not able to have it ceiled, on account of the pressure of the times. 
We have a gcod Sunday-school. This church still needs help from the 
board. They have called me for another year as their pastor, but they are 
not able to sustain a pastor yet. Feeling that this is a point that ought to 
be cultivated, I have labored to the utmost of my strength in the encour- 
agement of the support of the gospel in my field of labor. 

I conducted a series of meetings at Cave Spring, embracing the 5th Lord's 
day in July. I had the services of Elder H. R. Schramm, of East Decatur, 
who did us good preaching. Our meeting lasted seven days. We had three 
or four conversions. Others said, "Pray for us." This church is still a 
weak church, but it is in the center of a community that will in the future 
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add strength to it. I preached in connection with Cave. Spring, at Rural 
Grove school-house, for seven months with good interest. I also held a 
series of meetings at old Friendship, commencing the 3<-d Lor is day in 
September, which lasted six days This is a point that Baptists ought to 
cultivate. I have devoted my entire time this year to the work of the min- 
istry, except one month. I have traveled about 3,000 miles in the interest 
of our Master's cause.

REPORT ON BIBLE AND COLPORTAGE WORK. 

The report on Bible and Colportage work was read by Bro. J. Gunn and 
adopted, as follows: 

We are delighted to know that the Baptists of Alabama, in their great 
love for truth, righteousness and the souls of men, have showed a liberality 
and zeal worthy of our honored name, in the establishment of a Bible and 
Colportage Board at Opelika, Ala., of which board W. E. Hudmon is the 
honored President, and J. B Collier, the efficient Secretary. This Board is 
the recognized headquarters of the Baptists of Alabama, for the sale and 
distribution of denominational literature; such as Bibles, Testaments, relig- 
ious books and tracts, and hymn books, together with 8undav school litera- 
ture, whether the '-Kind Words" series or the American Baptist Publication 
Society s series. This Board has in its employ twelve men, at work a part 
or all of their time. The work of these colporteurs is filling a vacancy of 
long standing^ They "go," and as they go, preach. They come in personal 
contact with the people. These men sell the Word of God and other books 
and tracts, explanatory of the Word, and thus sow the seeds of life, which 
will spring up. They have found over 2 000 families without Bibles, and 
in many instances have given the Bibles to the poor and destitute The 
sales of the Board have amounted to about $4 000 in the last year We rec- 
ommend to our people to purchase of this Board. Because, 1st It is ours 
It is the child of the Baptist State Convention, and we are an important 
factor of that Convention. 2nd. By so doing we contribute 20 per cent of 
the purchase money to the Board. That is, if we order $5 00 worth of 
books, the Board makes $1.00, and we get our goods as cheap as if we ordered 
from headquarters. - j. G vvv, Chairman.

IN MEMORIAM 

OF 

ELDER MATHEW LYON. 

Your committee on deceased ministers beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing: 

Since onr last association, our much beloved brother, Elder 
Mathew Lyon, has been called from labor in the Master's vineyard to 
eternal rest in the presence of his Lord. Mathew Lyon was born in 
Warren county, Tennessee, August 27th, 1812. He removed with his 
father's family to South Carolina in childhood. He was brought up 
a printer, in Chesterfield District, in Cheraw. in his father's printing 
office. Here he attended tbe town academy for several years, where 
the foundation was well laid for the ripe and accurate scholarship for 
wbich our brother was so distinguished. 

Bro. Lyon was born again, and was baptized into the fellowship of 
the Baptist church at Camden, 8. C , in March, 1832, by Elder John 
M Barnes. In 1836 Elder Lyon returned with his mother's family, 
(his father having died several years previously) to Tennessee, where 
he conducted a Baptist paper for two years. Rev. R- B C. Howell, D. 
D., being editor. E%rly in 1849 he was licensed to preach tbe gospel 
by Carrollton Baptist church, Pickens county, Ala. On the 23rd of 
June following, he was ordained to the full work of tbe ministry, by 
a presbytery consisting of elders S. 8 Lattimore, Wm. 8tansell, 
Charles 8tewart, John H. Taylor, C. B Saunders, T. 8 Thomas and 
M. C. Curry. He at once entered into the work with that zeal and 
earnestness characteristic of tbe man After having served in the 
pastorate in West Alabama and Mississippi with signal ability and 
acceptance for many years, he came into our bounds and became pas- 
tor of Moulton church, in 1881, which he served nine years. Besides 
this church, he served the following chnrcbes, at different times: 
Danville, Hopewell, Eoon, Harmony and Pleasant Grove. He also 
was missionary of this association for several yean. As a preacher, 
Elder Lyon was distinguished for soundness of doctrine, thorough- 
ness and accuracy, being a close student and original thinker. No 
one could hear "him attentively without being; benefited and in- 
structed. He departed this life August 4tb, 1892, aged 79 years, 11 
months and 7 days.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

The report on Temperance, which was read and discussed on 
Friday night, and laid over, was taken up and discussed by Bros. 
M. Finney, J. C. Orr and H. R. Schramm, and adopted as follows : 

Reports are intended to give information, to show progress made, and 
stress plans or necesities, but your committee have not undertaken the 
onerous work of compiling statistics, to ascertain thereby whether, the evil 
of intemperance has increased or decreased since the last association. We 
are of the opinion, however, that the many years of faithful and patient 
work of Christian people is beginning to show good results. But, while we 
may rightfully rejoice that this is true, we must realize that the victory 
over the liquor traffic which is attended with suchgigantic wickedness and 
misery, is, by no means, won. Baptists cannot afford to be laggards in this 
movement, and should seek to adopt the wisest and best plans and methods 
of action. As all people agree as to the magnitude of the evil, of the crime 
and pauperism created by it, and that if the manufacture and sale of intox- 
icants was stopped, the evii wonld cease, the question arises, what ought 
intelligent and Christian people to do in regard to it? We are aware that 
not a few of the leaders in the temperance movement, insist in answer to 
this question, that if we cannot have the traffic forbidden and suppressed, 
we will not consent that it shall have legal permission or protection, that 
whatever evil to society that may come from it, let it be without sanction 
of the 8tate; that the law should take no cognizance of its existence. We 
doubt if this is the wisest course to pursue. It is certainly not the plan of 
dealing with other recognized nuisances. If we cannot stop its existence, 
let os adopt whatever course that may from time to time, remain open, by 
which he evils of the system can be mitigated, crime lessened, and misery 
minimized. Let us throw all the obstructions possible in the way of its 
progress. Let it be hampered and diminished by high license, weakened 
and brought into public disfavor by education and moral suasion, and if a 
member of the church so far forgets his Christian obligations as to lend his 
sanction and aid to it by signing a recommendation for the sale of liquor, 
let him be severely disciplined. •

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

This report was read on Saturday night and adopted to-day as 

follows: 

Your committee, to whom was referred the subject of ministerial educa- 
tion, would report, that in our opinion this subject does not receive the 
support that it should. We deem this a very important branch of the work 
of this body. There are many reasons why we, as a denomination, should 
jrive more attention to this subject We are living in an age when educa- 
tion is becoming almost universal, and the masses are being rapidly edu- 
cated In order to meet the demands of an educated people, we must have 
an educated ministry. Besides this, there is being taugbt among us many 
doctrines which we deem contrary to the Word of God, and the advocates of 
these doctrines put forth their best educated men to propagate and defend 
them and if we would meet them with the Bible, we must have men who 
have 'the necessary qualifications, and one of those qualifications is an educa- 
tion We would not say one word to disparage those good men who are 
doing a noble work for the Master, who have not the advantage of an edu- 
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cation ; bat would give them all the encouragement possible, but still we 
see the need of educated men to defend our doctrines and meet successfully 
the oppositions to the truth. We would urge upon this body the necessity 
of more liberal contributions and more earnest work in this direction. We 
are sorry to note among some of our people opposition to this work. We 
would again urge more liberal contributions, and that each giver to this 
cause accompany his contribution with an earnest prayer that God would 
bless the same to the good of the cause of Christ.

NORTH ALABAMA BAPTIST HIGH SCHOOL. 

The joint committee appointed by the Liberty, Muscle Shoals and Big Bear 
Creek Associations made their report. We give the substance of that re- 
port: The committee met in November last, at Hillsboro, and agreed to 
take steps to establish a Baptist High School, to be located within the terri- 
tory of the three associations, and appointed a sub-committee to receive bids, 
for the location of said school. The committee again met at Hillsboro July 
18, 1892. One bid was received, which was from Danville, Morgan county, 
Alabama. The committee did not rhinK the bid sufficient, and proposed to 
Danville that if that place would increase the bid, that is, put up another 
building, about the size of the one they proposed to give, and seat the same 
with school desks, and furnish blackboards, the school would be located 
there. . The Danville people accepted the proposition, and agreed to deed to 
trusteess appointed by the three associations the school property in that 
place known as the Danville Male and Female High School, consisting of 
about two acres of land, with a school building thereon 60 feet long and 38 
feet wide, two stories high ; also to put up another building of the same 
size, immediately north of the old building, and connected with it, and fur- 
nish 100 school desks and the necessary blackboards. The committee ac- 
cepted the proposition and located the school at Danville. The committee, 
in their report, also suggested the appointment of trustees by the three asso- 
ciations, who should have the management of of the property, and that the 
school be a male and female school. 

The following resolutions, offered by Bro. J. C. Tidweil, were adopted: 
. Whereas, The Liberty Association, at its session in 1891, adopted a series 
of resolutions looking to the establishment of a Baptist male high school in 
North Alabama, within the territory embraced by the Liberty, Muscle 
Shoals, Big Bear Creek and Florence Associations, and invited those associ- 
ations to join her in said enterprise; and 

Whereas, The Muscle Shoals Association at its last session, held with the 
Hillsboro Baptist church, accepted the invitation of the Liberty Association 
to join her in this educational movement, and appointed a committee of 
three to meet with a similar committee from Liberty and the other associa- 
tions, and agreed to give to said joint committee full power to act in the 
premises, according to their best judgment and wisdom ; and 

Whereas, The said joint committee from Liberty, Muscle Shoals and Big 
Bear Creek Associations has acted according to instructions, and has located 
said school at Danville, Morgan county, Alabama, and has reported its ac- 
tion to us at this session, and has also made several recommendations of im- 
portance; therefore, be it 

Resolved, by Muscle Shoals Association, 1st, That we approve of the ac- 
tion of said joint committee in the location of the said high school at Dan- 
ville. 

Resolved, 2nd, That we approve of the action of the committee in chang- 
ing the school from a male to a male and female school. 

Resolved, 3rd, That we approve of the recommendations of the committee 
as presented in their report, and we do hereby appoint the following breth- 
ren as trustees of said school for the time mentioned : 

For one year — A. W. Bailey, Sam'l Black well, A. L. Moody. 
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For two years— Jos. 8hackelford, J. M. Kichens, T. L. Baker. 

For three years— W. H. Simpson, J. C. Tidwell, G. C. Hardwick, 
who are authorized to act with the trustees appointed by the other associa- 
tions in carrying out the recommendations of the joint committee. 

Resolved, 4th, That we recommend this school, when established, to the 

{>atronage of the Baptists of this association, and trust that it will secure a 
arge patronage. 

Resolved, 5th, That we do not consider the establishment of this school 
and its location within the beunus of our association as at all in opposition 
to the prosperity of our associational school at Moulton. The school estab- 
lished at Danville is proposed to be a school of higher grade than the one at 
Moulton, and the Moulton school can become a feeder. of the school at Dan- 
ville. We desire both to succeed, and we cordially recommend both to the 
patronage of our people.
